This game ended after 8 "gamely ears" in a two-way Drew between ITALY" (Bo Johnson), 
with 14 SC's, and ENGLAND (Ken Marcinonis), with 13. Third, place went to U.S.A. 
(Andy York), with 14. CANADA (Fred Chang) and MEXICO (Ron Brown) survived, 

ENGLAND (Ken Marcinonis) : I have to give much of the credit to Bill Young. I inherited 
a strong position from him and only played for a few turns. I joined with Italy (Bo 
Johnson; agsinst USA (Andy York), mainly because Bo offered me the most in the way of 
territory and support. I also had a tough decision on attacking Bill's long-time ally 
Canada (Fred Chang). In the end I decided it was in the best interest of England. I 
enjoyed the game even though I played in it for just a short time. 

ORIGINAL ENGLAND (Bill Young) : Credit for our alliance victory goes to Italy. He was 
an effective persuader. Insight, tact and diligence such as Italy's makes a winner. 
The variant is fun. I suggest that USA start with three Centers. Here, USA's early 
threat to dominate the game became his problem.

Italy might easily have been squashed early ori by the Mew World forces, 
with US and Mexico pushing me out of Africa and Spain while Canada came 
around behind, so I was pretty desperate for new allies. flit that point 
there was no way for Italy and Germany to do more than fight a doomed 
delaying action. Andy York is a fearsome opponent and a great diplomat (I 
saw his name everywhere in the literature) so I was always worried about 
getting steamrolled by the US. Luckily, Bill Young also saw him as an easy, 
quick winner unless concerted action was taken. With the strongest navy in 
a strong northern position he was probably the only ally with whom joint 
naval action stood a chance to push back the US. ^The UE5 turn on Mexico 
really took the heat off Italy and gave a chance to develop this strategy. 
I had felt for a long time that the New World was pretty unbalanced, with 
countries on both sides of the US just waiting to be gobbled up. It sure 
looked inviting for either flndy to clean up, or one of the other two to make 
a move on the US. Bad luck for Andy created a static situation, taking so 
much of the US effort that it allowed the Italy-England alliance a chance to 
catch up.

Ankara from Turkey and reoccupied Norway, while turning Rumania over to Austria (Julien 
Beasley). Thus, Austria will have 7 this Fall, assuming no surprises. Italy (Cliff 
Woodhall) is feasting on Turkey, and may have 6 SC's by Fall. Tim Shaw NMR'd out as 
Turkey, and his last unit is clinging for dear life to Con. While England (Matt Schon- 
lau) has seized Holland from Germany (Dennis Klein), France (Jim Lewis), in turn, has 
taken Belgium from England. Stay turned for further developments.

Peter Fuchs replaced Jon Rosenthal as Germany, and Dennis KLein took over Italy from 
Carl Nail, who had resigned. Spring 1901 results awaited.

we are reprinting an article which should be of interest to all players. This list of 
the Chiefs of State and leading figures of each of the 7 Great Powers of Europe in 1901 
was initially compiled by Dr. John Boardraan and printed in the first issue of his' 
FREDONIA. It was reprinted one week later in BROBDINGNAG #1, then published by Richard 
Schult z . Both 'zines came out about Hay, 1964. We understand that it has only been 
reprinted once since that date, so we felt that it was high time to reprint it again. 
We wish to thank both Walter Buchanan and John McCallum for their assistance in ob- 
taining this information from the Hoosier Archives. 

The listing of Edward VII as King of England is based on the presumption that the 
Standard Game begins in Spring, 1901. Queen Victoria died on January 22, 1901. John 
McCallum has also advised me that the correct designation of the Turkish Sultan was 
Abdul Hamid II. The original article showed him as Abdul Haraid I. I have also added 
President Loubet's age, and made several additions to the list of Chiefs of State for 
the neutral countries. Heirs to the throne have been deleted ais of little interest 
to the writers of press releases, who may have some ideas of their own as to who 
should inherit the power in their respective countries* 

The names are given in the following order: Chief of State, age, and dynasty; Prime 
Minister; Foreign Minister; War or Defense Minister; Navy Minister. Due to the 
Ausgleich of 1866, Austria and Hungary had separate prime ministers, although a common 
foreign and military policy. 

ENGLAND: . King Edward VII, 59, House of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha (later changed to Windsor). 

Prime Minister: Marquis of Salisbury. Foreign Minister: Marquis of Lans- 

downe. War: W. St. John Broderick. Navy: Earl of Selborne* 
FRANCE: President Emile Loubet, 62. Premier: Waldeck-Rousseau. Foreign Minister: 

Delcasse 1 . War: General Andre' * Navy: Ode Lanessan. 
GERMANY: Kaiser Wilhelm II, 42, Hohenzollern. Chancellor: Graf B. von Bttlow* 

Foreign Ministers Baron Dr. von Richtofen. War: Grqf B. von Billow (same 

person as the Chancellor)* Navy: Admiral von Tirpitz. 
ITALY: King Vittorio-Emanuele III, 31, House of Savoy (called !, Vict03>-Emanuel n in
